Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 21-25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated byGray. Gray 
shows a processing vessel in which an object to be processed is placed (16, fig. 1), means for 
supplying chlorine trifluoride gas into the processing vessel (46, fig. 1, col. 6, line 32-33), means 
for activating the Chlorine trifluoride gas supplied to the processing vessel (col . 9, lines 26-27), 
means for supplying a reducing gas into the processing vessel (col. 16, line 67-68), means for 
promoting the adhesion of C1F3 gas to the object to be processed (36, fig. 1), the means for 
promoting adhesion of the C1F3 gas to the object to be processed is provided in the mount for 
cooling the object to be processed on the mount (36, fig. 1), the means for activating the Clf3 gas 
heats the object to be processed in a heating position at a distance form an object setting position 
(col. 9, lines 25-48). 



Claims 26- 28 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
